In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-28, drawn to an inorganic-organic composite. 
Group II, claim(s) 29-31 , drawn to a method of making the inorganic-organic composite. 
Group III, claim(s) 32, drawn to a method of using the inorganic-organic composite. 
Group IV, claim(s) 33-39 and 43-53, drawn to a fire resistance formulation. 
Group V, claim(s) 40-42 and 54-60, drawn to a method of making fire resistance 
formulation. 

Group VI, claim(s) 61-69, drawn to a fire resistance article. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: "Cyanate ester clay 
nanocomposites: synthesis and flammability studies" discloses a clay being expanded 
by the intercalants such as melamine and quaternary ammonium cation or melamine 
hydrochloride and cyanate ester treated clay. US 2003/0209699 also disclose a clay be 
expended with ionic and neutral organic compound. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
